Today (Wednesday, September 20), 
at 7 p.m. in the Romulus High School 
auditorium, a meeting for students’ par- 
ents will be held regarding the “Work 
to Rule” stand recently taken by Rom- 
ulus teachers. The consequence of this 
stand is the teachers’ refusal to over- 
see any extracurricular activities such 
as parties and Homecoming. 

Romulus High School’s principal, 
Tom Dolan, is urging parents to attend 
this meeting to discuss possible alter- 
natives (like parents volunteering their 
time for these extra programs and, in 


some cases, even being paid for their 
work) that could be pursued if the 
teachers continue with their stand. 

After my article called ‘Teachers 
Say ‘No’ to Students,” which appeared 
in the last issue of “the little paper,’ 
some Romulus teachers asked me to 
get the other side of the story — their 
side. | attempted to do just that at about 
2:30 p.m. on Tuesday, September 19, 
when | called George Trudell, spokes- 
man for the Union. 

l asked Trudell why, afterthe Union’s 
refusal of the School Board’s contract 


proposal, a counter-proposal had not 
yet been presented to the Board. 

“I did give them a proposal,” he re- 
plied. “In fact, it was.on my birthday, 
June 7. That’s why | remember it so 
well.” 

Dr. William Bedell, Superintendent 
of Romulus Schools, said that Trudell 
did, indeed, submit a proposal on that 
date, but that it was the same as the 
proposal that had been originally pre- 
sented. It had not changed. This got the 
teachers nowhere because, according 
to Bedell, he and the School Board had

put all their “eggs on the table at the 
very start,’ which left them nothing to 
bargain with. 

When | questioned Trudell about 
the proposal’s details, he declined to 
provide any. He said, “| am not going 
to negotiate through the Newspaper.” 
Even after | reminded Trudell that the 
School Board had already released the 
details of the proposal to this news- 
paper, and that this was the Union’s 
chance to explain the teachers’ side of 
the story to the public, he still refused

Speaks to Kids at Hunters Safety Class

“Whack ’ém and stack ’em” is a 
favorite saying of Rock-star Ted Nugent, 
and he must have repeated it at least 
50 times during his one-hour visit to the 
Hunters Safety Course, sponsored by 
the Romulus Police Department, on 
Saturday, September 16. 

The course is a requirement (which 
is set by the Department of Natural Re- 
sources, or DNR) for all people born af- 
ter 1960 who want to obtain a hunting 
license. 

The Wayne County Coon Hunters 
Association was the original sponsor 
of the course here in Romulus. Largely 
through the efforts of local resident 
Jack Smith, the Club’s treasurer, ar- 
rangements were made for the use of 
Club facilities for the course, and for 
food to be provided for all participants. 
Later, Mayor Beverly McAnally coordi- 
nated the efforts of Smith and officers 
Tom Ellis and Dary! Poe of the Romulus 
Police Department when Romulus Po- 
lice volunteers took over direction of 
the program five years ago. 

According to Officer Ellis, partici- 
pation in the Hunters Safety Course 
has really grown. Only 18 people were 
enrolled in their first class, but their 
most recent class had over 40 young 
people in it. They were not all boys, 
either, and the girls taking the course 
did very well, too, thank you very much. 

The Hunters Safety Course teaches 
students about all aspects of hunting, 


including the proper care and use of 
firearms, archery, wildlife identification, 
survival in the wilds, and basic first-aid 
techniques. Upon completion of the 
15-hour course, which is split up over 


two days, each student must pass a — 


written test to receive a Hunters Safety 
Certificate, which will enable that per- 
son to get his/her first hunting license. 

Nugent’s appearance in the class- 
room was a big surprise to all the kids, 
who had not been told about his planned 
visit ahead of time. Nugent, who spends 
about 300 days a year hunting all over 
the world, had a lot of knowledge and 
insight to share with the students, and 
everyone listened attentively when he 
spoke. 

Nugent, who is starting his own 
mail-order archery business (Nugent’s 
Archery World, in Grand Haven, Mich- 
igan), takes his hunting very seriously, 
and said that it has been an important 
part of his life for a long time. In fact, 
he told the students about a picture of 
him, at the age of five, that his mother 
has. In it, he is holding a guitar in one 
hand, and a bow in the other. 

Nugent informed the group that 
hunting is not agame with him; itis as 
serious as death. He is very adamant 
about hunter safety. 

According to Nugent, the phrase 
“whack ’em and stack ’em’ refers to 
hunting in general — after you whack

Truth Is Yellow 
Journalism?

There are some people who are 
supposedly well educated, but some- 
times | wonder just where they received 
their education. Could it have been in 
the Romulus School District? At any 
rate, whether they attended school here 
or not, some of them are teaching in 
our district. 

It's a simple fact that the truth 
often hurts when it is revealed. 

In the last issue, | wrote an article 
about teachers saying ‘‘no” to their 
students, and it has been the subject 
of a great deal of controversy since it 
appeared. There are two things about 
that article that | would like to clear up 
right now: one concerns its true author, 
and the second concerns the style in 
which it is written. | will attempt to ex- 
plain everything in terms that even our 
third-grade students can understand, 
just in case they need to explain it to 
someone who is more “educated” than 

’ they are. 

It is quite evident that many people 
have not yet learned to read a by-line. 
(For those who don’t know what a by- 
line is, it’s the line, at the beginning of 
an article, which identifies the author.) 
The “Teachers Say ‘No’ to Students” 
article says, quite clearly, “by Dave 
Atkins.” Despite that fact, several of 
our teachers have accused Dr. William 
Bedell, our superintendent, of writing 
it. To set the record straight, | am the 
one who initially contacted Dr. Bedell 
on the matter (he did not call me to 
“tattle” on the teachers), and all of his 
remarks were made in direct response 
to my questions. The rest of the infor- 
mation in the article was supplied by 
very qualified people who were at the 
meeting referred to in the story. 

The other “problem” with the story 


was brought to my attention by one’ 


teacher in particular, who told me that 
my headline was false and misleading; 
in fact, he called the entire article a 
work of “yellow journalism.” 
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When | told this teacher that, if he 
could point out even one word of fac- 
tually inaccurate information, | would 
print a front-page retraction to the story 
in the next issue, he replied that the 
article was factual, but was still “yellow 
journalism’ because there was too 
much of my personal opinion in it. 

Again, some people should learn to 
read past the headline of a story. In the 
credit box, which is on page two of 
every issue, it very plainly states that, 
“All articles published in this paper 
under the by-line of D.A. Atkins (a.k.a. 
David Atkins, a.k.a. Dave Atkins) are 
written in the format of an editorial, and 
are the sole responsibility and opinion 
of D.A. Atkins, the Editor of The Rom- 
ulus News.” 

That means that, yes, most of my 
articles contain an opinion, and | freely 
admit that it is mine and no one else’s. 
Yes, |am “guilty” of that. On the other 
hand, | have never insisted that anyone 
else has to agree with what |-believe. 
My sole purpose in writing these arti- 
cles is to make people think about what 
is going on around them. Whether they 
agree with me or not when they finish 


reading my stories doesn’t matter; they - 


have obviously thought about them, 
since the very act of forming an opinion 
requires thought. When | tell people 
how | feel, they compare it with how 
they feel, and then, sometimes, they 
react to those feelings and become in- 
volved in their community. Whenever 
that happens, | have accomplished 
my aim. 

| have never let anyone ‘‘accuse”’ 
me of being a reporter; rather, | prefer 
to be called a writer, and writers gen- 
erally incorporate their opinion into 
whatever they write. 

Here is something that | have al- 
ready told one teacher, and everyone 
else in education may as well take note, 
too: Every time something is taken 
away from our students, | will make a 
front-page story of it so that the par- 
ents in this community can be factually 
informed. Count on it. 

| said, in my last article, that | feel 
that our kids are being used as pawns, 
and | still believe that. It’s a shame that 
so-called mature adults have stooped 
to taking out their frustrations on guilt- 
less children instead of directing them 
where they belong. If teachers have a 
problem with the policies of a school 
board, then let them confront the board, 
not punish the kids. If that doesn’t 
work, then appeal to the citizens — our 
voters are capable of making just deci- 
sions, and have handled tougher situ- 
ations than this before. Anyone with a 
legitimate complaint will have nothing 
to fear. 

Oh, and there’s one other thing. 
Apparently, the School Board has re- 
ceived a few phone calls from people 
who want the Board to stop publishing 
the minutes of Board meetings (and 


-their advertisements) in this paper. 





If that is what the School Board de- 
cides to do, so be it. This paper existed 
before it got the Board’s business, and 
it will continue to exist if it loses it. | 
am a survivor and | am here to stay. 


| guess that this article can be 
construed as yellow journalism, too. If 
it is — oh, well. Try another paper that 
has not, in 138 years, given you the facts 
that you now receive. Try another paper 
that doesn’t provide anywhere near the 
coverage that we give you on our chil- 
dren, and on Romulus news. 

| will continue to print this paper in 
the same manner that | always have, 
regardless of which public officials try 
to stop it. Please do not think that |

Dental 
Amalgam

Recently, | received a correspon- 
dence from the Michigan Dental Asso- 
ciation (MDA) on the subject of “dental 
amalgam,’ which is the silver material 
used to fill teeth. The article was com- 
posed following research by the Amer- 
ican Dental Association (ADA), National 
Institute of Dental Research (NIDR), 
U.S. Public Health Service (USPHS), 
National Multiple Sclerosis Society 
(NMSS), Consumers Union, and the 
Food and Drug Administration (FDA). 
It is quite a lengthy piece, but | would 
like to pass on a shortened version to 
the community, since | am often asked 
about these silver fillings and their pos- 
sible toxicity to a person’s body. 

Dental amalgam is a silver-colored 
filling material for teeth which is com- 
prised of silver, tin, copper, and mercury. 
The mercury reacts with these metals to 
form a hardened material in your teeth 
to replace decay. 

Is dental amalgam safe? Yes, cur- 
rent analysis of scientific information 
indicates that amalgam fillings are safe. 
There is no scientifically sound evi- 
dence linking amalgam fillings to any 
general medical disorder. The mercury 
portion is also safe, since it is found in 
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such small quantities in the amalgam. 
In fact, mercury is found in small quan- 
tities throughout the human body. It 
enters the body through the air and the 
foods we eat. The average mercury level 
found in the general public, however, 
is more than 100 times lower than the 
level at which harmful effects are usu- 
ally reported. The body rids itself of 
mercury through the urine. 


Should a person replace his amal- 
gam fillings with another restorative 
material? No, this is not a recommend- 
ed procedure unless there is a true al- 
lergy, because it carries the risk of un- 
necessary damage to the healthy tooth 
structure. 


In conclusion of the specific re- 
search, ‘There is no documented evi- 
dence for recommending the discon- 
tinuation of dental amalgam.’ 

The article is very technical, but if 
anyone is interested in seeing it, copies 
can be obtained from my office.

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It’s the Law 


by Murray A. Duncan, Jr., Attorney 

The recent decision by the Wayne 
County Sheriff Department to stop 
motor vehicles without cause presents 
serious problems for innocent drivers. 

One of our basic freedoms is the 
right to be left alone by the police, ab- 
sent probable cause. If a police officer 
has probable cause to believe a crime 
has been committed, then a traffic stop 
may be initiated. However, to allow a 
police officer the right to stop all cars 
at a particular spot in the hope of catch- 
ing anybody committing a crime is a 
dangerous precedent. That would be 
similar to stopping and questioning all 
Mexican males because one Mexican 
male was suspected of committing a 
crime. Our basic rights are precious, 
and we should make every effort to 
safeguard them. 

The police argue that they will only 
stop cars in problem areas. My ques- 
tion is this: Why can’t the police en- 
force the laws without stopping inno- 
cent individuals? If an areais a known 
problem area, then use undercover of- 
ficers or other devices without interfer- 
ing with the rights of law-abiding citi- 
zens. A Sheriff deputy, or any other of- 
ficer of the law, must have a reason to 
believe that an individual may have 
violated the law before that individual’s 
freedom to travel on a public highway 
is interfered with.

Teachers Turn School 
Board Meeting into Circus

The regular meeting of the Romulus 
Board of Education, which was held on 
Monday, September 11, 1989, was any- 
thing but ordinary. In fact, due to the 
efforts of the teachers’ union, it hada 
circus-like atmosphere. 

When | arrived at the Board office, 
| was greeted by a large group of 
teachers who were picketing outside 
the building. They carried signs and 
black balloons, and wore slogan t-shirts. 
The infamous picture of an apple with 
a screw in its center appeared across 
the chest of several teachers in the 
crowd. 

Just before the meeting, anumber 
of teachers came into the Board room 
with the balloons and picket signs, 
and Board president Ken Berlinn asked 
Union president Chris Powers to have 
her people remove the offensive signs 
and balloons from the room. After ex- 
changing a few words, in the course of 
which Ms. Powers told Mr. Berlinn that 
he was “childish,” the Union parapher- 
nalia was removed to the hallway. 

Among those present at the meet- 
ing were members of Mr. Hanna’s sen- 
ior government class, who were there 
to fulfill a class assignment requiring 
them to observe a Board meeting. There 
was quite a crowd. 

The meeting proceeded. The Board 
changed the order of the agenda and 
went into Executive Session because 
the school lawyer was on the time 
clock. 

When the members of the School 
Board came out of Executive Session, 
they were greeted by the sight of bal-

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loons on the ceiling of the Board room, 
and bunches of balloons tied to chairs 
in the audience. The finishing touch 
was the fact that a balloon had been 
attached to each Board member's chair. 
Mr. Berlinn was rightfully angry. He 
called for a five-minute break before 
continuing the meeting and, once again, 
asked that the balloons and signs be 
removed. The teachers did not comply. 
Mr. Berlinn then suggested that the 
Board take care of the most necessary 
items on the agenda and immediately 
adjourn. This was quickly done, and the 
meeting was adjourned at 8:55 p.m. 
What kind of impression did the 
teachers’ antics make on the students? 
They want huge wage increases, yet 
they behave in such an unprofessional 
manner. (They recently turned down a 
seven-percent raise — amounting to 
an average increase of about $3,000 
per teacher.) Will the Romulus taxpayer 
end up paying more for less profession- 
alism from our teaching staff? Can we 
expect such childish tactics as a work 
slowdown and an epidemic of the so- 
called “blackboard flu’?

(kill) the deer, bears, fowl, or other wild 
animals you’ve hunted, you stack’em.

Fees for Parolees and Probationers 

State lawmakers have voted to re- 
quire adult offenders on parole or pro- 
bation to pay a monthly fee of $30 or 
perform up to 10 hours of community 
service to cover some of the costs in- 
curred by the State for their supervision. 
The legislation should help generate 
more than $10 million, which would off- 
set nearly 25% of the State’s cost of 
probation and parole programs. Similar 
programs have been implemented suc- 
cessfully in more than a dozen states. 
House Considers Housing Bills 

A bill being considered by House 
members would require the owners of 
abandoned buildings to securely seal 
them to prevent vandalism and theft. 
Other legislation that has been pro- 
posed would amend current receiver- 
ship laws to make it easier for neigh- 
borhood improvement associations to 
acquire and rehabilitate abandoned 
houses. 
Measure Would Expand South Africa 
Divestiture 

A bill recently introduced in the 
House would lead to further divestiture 
of Michigan’s State pension funds in 
South Africa. A law enacted last year 
requires the State to sell its holdings 
in companies that do business in South 
Africa, in protest of that country’s offi- 
cial apartheid policy of racial discrim- 
ination. The new pending legislation 
would expand these sanctions to in- 
clude foreign companies with ties to 
South Africa, and would authorize ap- 
propriations from the State’s general 
fund in the unlikely event that the 
divestiture policy results in uncompen- 
sated losses for the pension system. 
State Grants for Student Anti-Drug Use 
Programs 

In order to help Michigan schools 
become completely drug-free, State 
grants totalling $1.1 million have been 
awarded to a number of schoo! districts 
to implement pilot Student Assistance 
Programs in elementary schools. The 
grants will be used to teach key school 
personnel how to identify students with 
a current or potential substance-abuse 
problem, who will be counseled or re- 
ferred to the most appropriate services. 
Successful local programs could be 
expanded to other districts across the 
State. 
New Law Establishes Stricter Rules 
for Prison Inmates 

Under a new State law, prison in- 
mates with the highest security desig- 
nations will be required to wear prison 
uniforms, and their personal property 
will be restricted to what can be con- 
tained in one duffel bag or one prison 
footlocker. These measures will allow 
prison personnel to immediately iden- 


_ tify the most dangerous prisoners and eH 


make it more difficult for inmates to 
manufacture or hide weapons, drugs, 
and other contraband. Prisoners with 
lower security designations will be al- 
lowed more personal possessions and 
clothing, providing an incentive for all 
prisoners to avoid activities that threat- 
en the safety of prison guards and other 
inmates. 
Bill to Ban Assault Weapons Introduced 
in House 

A proposed House bill, modelled 
after legislation recently signed into 
law in California, would make it illegal 
to manufacture or sell nearly 50 specific 
kinds of military semiautomatic weap- 
ons in Michigan, and would put restric- 
tions on new ownership of these fire- 
arms. The bill narrowly targets the kinds 
of ‘‘assault” weapons favored by drug 
criminals, which also have been used 
in several recent incidents involving 
disturbed individuals opening fire on 
groups of innocent bystanders. 
New Laws Will Increase Child-Support 
Collections 

A number of new laws designed to 
increase child-support and foster-care 
collections recently took effect in Mich- 
igan. One new law allows State Police 
troopers to detain persons wanted for 
failing to pay child-support orders if 
they are pulled over for a traffic viola- 
tion: Other new laws allow for the in- 
ception of a parent’s State tax refund 
for delinquent foster-care payments. 
Budget Bill Funds More Troopers 

Next year’s $243-million State Police 
budget allocates enough money to train 
an additional 200 troopers. The new 
budget also includes a $1.6- million in- 
crease in trooper retirement benefits. 
It is projected that, by next spring, the 
State force may be made up of between 
1,250 and 1,270 people. 
State Tourism Helps Economy 

Michigan tourism officials report 
that travellers spent more money in the 
State this year than in any other year 
in history. Michigan’s tourism industry 
has netted more than $10 billion for the 
State’s economy, and is expected to 
reach $16 billion before the year’s end. 
These figures include money travellers 
spent in Michigan on food, transporta- 
tion, lodging, and other expenses. Every 
year since 1985, anew Michigan travel 
record has been set. 
School Aid Funding Increased 

The newly signed school aid budget 
provides $2.6 billion for next year, a 
seven percent increase in spending for 
K-12 education, and new funds for pre- 
school education, school improvement 
planning, and incentive programs for 
teachers and students. Specifically, the 
budget contains $100 million in new 
general fund money appropriated for 
education, a 12% increase over last 
year; $175 million to assist low- income 
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$3,000 or less; $50 million to place a 
computer in every classroom; $5 million 
for a new dropout prevention program; 


. and $5 million to provide monetary re- 


wards for schools that meet or exceed 
improvement goals. 
1988 Lottery Winners Receive Tax Break 
A recent Circuit Court decision 

strikes down a State law that imposed 
a tax on 1988 lottery winnings of $600 
or more, and on other big jackpot win- 
ners. Although the lottery payoffs al- 
ways have been subject to Federal in- 
come taxes, it was not until last Decem- 
ber that a new State law applied a 4.6% 
State income tax to all lottery winners 
in 1988 and beyond, as well as on annual 
installments of large jackpots. The new 
ruling states that prizes won before the 
law was enacted cannot be taxed retro- 
actively, but winnings collected after 
the law took effect will be subject to 
the State income tax. 
Criminal Fees Will Pay Victims 

’ A new State law will shift the cost 
of reimbursing crime victims from tax- 
payers to criminals. The new law im- 
poses a $30 fee on convicted felons and 
a $20 fee on those convicted of serious 
misdemeanors. The estimated $4 mil- 
lion to be raised by the fees will cover 
the costs of victims’ rights and com- 
pensation programs now paid for out 
of the State’s general fund. 
Proposal Would Help First-time Home 
Buyers 

This ‘fall, administration officials 

plan to unveil a new program designed 
to help provide a down payment for first- 
time home buyers. The new Home Own- 


ership Savings Trust Program (HOST) _ 
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would be patterned after the Michigan 
Education Trust, the guaranteed col- 
lege tuition program that allows per- 
sons to pre-pay their college tuition. 
Legislation Could Help Cure Medical 
Residents’ “Burnout” 

House lawmakers are drafting a bill 
that would limit-the hours worked by 
Michigan medical residents. The heavy 
workload on residents has become an 
issue in this state and across the Coun- 
try because of concerns that fatigue 
and inadequate supervision have led 
to serious medical errors. 

Measure Would Require Utilities to 
Keep Offices Open 

A bill requiring Michigan public util- 
ities to maintain customer service of- 
fices in communities with a population 
of 30,000 or more will be introduced this 
fall. The proposed legislation would 
guarantee that telephone companies, 
power suppliers, and other utilities will 
continue to offer full service to the peo- 
ple of Michigan. 

Criminal Justice Committee to Hold 
Hearings 

The special House Committee on 
the Criminal Justice System will hold 
10 public hearings over the next few 
months. At the first hearing, several 
criminal justice system professionals 
will assess the effectiveness of legis- 
lation enacted over the past two legis- 
lative sessions dealing with crime and 
the anti-drug battle. 0
